He contributed one hundred pounds in 
the year 1709 to the Brief for tke poor 
Palatines, and the like Wii to St. Tho- 
mas’s [o/pital on account of ihe admi/~ 
fion of a great many of thofe among them 
who were fick and difabled. 

When he met with fuch difeafed and 
friendle{s Objeéis as wanted the help of 
an Hofpital, he was ufed to fend them 
to St. Thomas's, with directions to the

with Cloaths, and fuch other Neceffaries 


as are not provided by the Hofpital. 


Sixteen years before his death he built 


and furnifbed three Wards in St. Tho-: 


mass Hofpital, for the reception of /ix- 
ty-four patients. He rebuilt two large 
Houfes at the front of it, and adorned 
the entrance between them; which toge- 
ther coft him between two and three thou- 


fand pounds. 


He gave one hundred pounds a year to 


that Hofpital for eleven years fuccef- 
fevely, till he began to build his own; 
which he lived to fee almoft finifbed, and 
coft him about fourteen thoufand pounds. 

From thefe inftances, it is eafy, to 
judge, on which fide Charity has been 


wanting.
